married he thinks nothines of attemmting fanilisrity with the 
laaies who 2re invited to the Brigede varties, and on the occass 
ion of the ivedding of one of the junior officers recently acte 
ually made some advences to another junior officers wifee He 
also frequents the different cafes and in particular the Del 
Monte where his conduct with some of the Russian dancing 
partners hes been open to critisism. In consequence of this 
conduct he has for the past two years been on indifferent terms 
with his wife end out of respect to the latter his moral 
shork-comings are withheld from here His ceneral conduct 
also seems to be of a very low standard, and recentig.he swore 
at a junior offifer in the presence of others because he re :
